My BC-348-R also has a black, molded ©,01 mfd cap inside of the bfo = 
can. I was able to take the actual can off the bfo assembly without = 
having to otherwise disturb the bfo assembly. I've forgotten at this = 
point whether there were screws on the top of the can that allowed me to 
do this, or whether there were screws that went through the chassis, but 
you should be able to figure that out fairly easily. With the can = 
removed I could get to the capacitor enough to be able to snip one of = 
its leads. Then I wired in a ©.01 mfd disc ceramic in some open room in 
the bfo assembly and re-installed the can. The old capacitor wound up = 
being "abandoned in place" so to speak. =20 


So this might be the day or at least the way to finish the job.

Fellas; 


Removing flux residue is not such a big deal. Use plain old hardware store 
ACETONE. Get a small camel hair artist's paint brush, trim the bristles if 
necessary to make a good scrub brush, and scrub with acetone between the 
contacts on the switch waver. If access is a probem you can bend the metal 
crimp at an angle to get in between stuff. After a good scrub mop up with 
fresh acetone using cotton swabs. Overkill here is helpfull. Don't get 
acetone on plastic parts that will dissolve (like inside K-tran IF 
transformers), front panels, etc. Let the switch dry for a few minutes and 
then treat it with your favorite contact cleaner with LUBRICANT. The secret 
to success here is your are leaching out the nasty old flux and replacing it 
with a moisture repellent as well as lubricating the contacts which is 
ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY. NEVER LEAVE SWITCH CONTACTS UNLUBRICATED. The 
silver/brass contacts will quickly gall and switch reliability will be 
ruined. 


Now as what to do about Whitehouse leakage I could use some hints.....

It cleans all residue off 
multi-section switches and leaves little moisture (water). 

A couple of years ago I sprayed de-oxit on a wafer switch and it arc'd after 
a good 6-8 hrs drying time. A shot of 

90% alcohol and the residue was removed, no arcs no problemo...
